Bryan Says Hill Borrowed Phrase, 
‘J am a Democrat,” from Cleve- 
land, and Neither Could 
Prove Title To It Before 


Impartial Jury. 


Lincoln, Nebr., November 13.—(Special.) 
W. J. Bryan has apparently begun the 
task of killing off David B. Hill as a 
possible nominee for the presidency in 
1006. Mr. Bryan devotes much space in 
the forthcoming isSue of his Commoner 
to an attack on Mr. Hill and sums him 
up as a shallow exponent of the prin- 
ciples of democracy and servile repre- 
sentative of the trusts. He continues: 

“Mr. Hill is not an available candidate, 
not because his state failed to go demo- 
cratic this year, but because Mr. Hill 
himself has not gone democratic for 
several years. He is credited with the 
authorship of the phrase, ‘I am a demo- 
crat. but he borrowed it from Cleveland, 
and neither one of them could prove the 
title to it before an impartial jury. 

“There is not a single issue upon which 
the party could make a fight under Mr. 
Hill’s leadership. He made a record in 
the senate which would be a millstone 
about his neck in any race before the 
people. If he were a new man he might 
steal a march on the votets, but he has 
been before the public so long that his 
words and acts are familiar to all. 

“His failure to süpport the ticket in 
1896 is not his greatest fault; his greatest 
fault is found in the fact that he is con- 
trolled by influences which kept him 
fhe money. 


At democratic pri aré worth 
if they are worth fighting for they are 
too sacred to be intrusted to the keeping 
of one who, instead of making a consist - 
ent and continuous fight for democratic 
doctrines, seizes upon any circumstance 
that promisés temporary advantage, like

Tampa. Fla., November 13.—Francisco 
Millian. mayor of West Tampa. who, it 
is claimed, was responsible for the strike 
in the Bustillo Bros. and Diaz cigar fac- 
tory. in West Tampa, and who, it is al- 
leged. was deported by. the citizens’ com- 
mittee, being sent to Key West. returned 
to the city today on the Peninsula and 
Occidental steamer. 

Two deputy sheriffs had been placed on 
duty to guard Millian in case any vio- 
lence should be attempted. 

A brass band was on hand and the ova- 
tion given “Millian was great. Millian 
made a speech at the meeting, telling how 
he was captured and deported by a com- 
mittee from Tampa and had been sent 
to Key West.

He denied 
having caused the strike, saying that 
never was a man more innocent of A 
charge than he.

New Discovery in Relation to 
Baffling Death Is Made by

While Dr. Lyons’ 
experiments were carried on with the 
Idea of ascertaining the properties of so- 
lutions of sodium and calcium as à life 
restorer, the announcements made by a 
Russian specialist some time ago regard- 
ing experiments made with the heart of 
a dead child are said to have been the 
immediate motive. 

“If a heart can be taken from a baby 
after death and the regular beat tempo- 
rarily restored by immersing it in a So- 
lution of salt,“ argued Dr. Lyons, “why 
cannot the heart of warm-blooded anl- 
mals be restored by an injection of salts 
into the veins if done when the animal is 
at the point of death!“

Slike Commission Wil Begin 
Hearing This Morning, 


Will Adhere to Court Procedure in 


the Investigation—Expect To Be 
in Session About Two 
Weeks. 


Scranton, Pa., November 13.—All the 
members of the anthracite strike commis- 
sion are now here and in readiness to de- 
gin the hearing of the differences exist- 
ing between the miners and their employ- 

— 
ers. The sessions of the commission will 
be begun at 10 o'clock tomorrow in the 
Lackawanna county court house. 

Most of the representatives of the con- 
tending parties are also on the ground. 
Dach side will have an array of attorneys 
and it ig expected that, at least, two 
weeks will be taken up in hearing the wit- 
nesses on each side. President Mitchell, 
representing the miners, probably will 
open the proceedings with a formal state- 
ment, presenting the ease of the miners. 
Following this formal presentation Of the, 
miners’ side of the issue, it ts expected 
that Mr. Mitchell will call witnesses, who 
will be examined by his attorneys, by 
those representing the coal companies 
and algo by the commissioners. Most of 
the witnesses will be practical miners 
and they will give testimony in support 
of the demands laid before the commis- 
sion in Mr. Mitchell's preliminary state- 
ment. About twenty-five or thirty miners 
will take the witness stand. 

Attorney C. S. Darrow and Henry D. 
Lioyd, both of Chicago, will make ad- 
dresses on behalf of the miners later in 
the proceedings, after which the operators 
will make their defense. 

It is said it is the intention of the com- 
mission to adhere comely to ordinary 
court procedure in pursuing its investiga- 
tion as it possibly can. It will, however, 
not unnecessarily restrict either side in 
presentirg evidence. In the evidence to 
be given to the commission will be great 
masses of statistics, which are being 
prepared by hundreds of clerks of the 
companies. The miners will hand up bun- 
dles of due bills, issued to them by the 
companies, which show. acurately the 
money paid to the men.

Committee of Forty-nine Meets Today 
at Noon — Alderman Longino 
Wants Whole Matter Re- 
ferred to New Commit 
tee of Fifteen. 


The charter conference committee was 
in session for over an hour last night, 
but the membere were not able to get to- 
gether on any point and the committee 
adjourned sine die. 

This means that the matter will go to 
the legislature and that the friends of 
the two charters will continue the fight 
before the general asembly. Judge Hill- 
yer, chairman of the committee of forty- 
nine, stated last night that he was con- 
fident of the legislature passing the com- 
mittee’s charter. The members of coun- 
cll. on the other hand, think that the leg- 
islature will either pass their charter or 
else refuse to take action in the matter 
until an agreement is reached, 

The representatives of the committee of 
forty-nine and those of the general coun- 
cil both made proposals last night Jook- 
ing to a settlement of the differences ex- 
isting, but neither side would take what 
the other offered. In making the motion 
to adjourn Alderman Woodward stater 
that this was the only thing the members 
of the committee could agree on. 

During the meeting a resolution was 
introduced by Alderman T. G. Longino 
asking for the appointment of a new com- 
mittee to take the whole matter in charge 
and report a charter to the legislature of 
1903. Dr. Longino, in addition to being an 
alderman, is a member of the committee 
of forty-nine. 

The resolution falled to pass. The 
seven members of council voted for it, 
while the seven representatives of the 
committee of forty-nine opposed it. The 
resolution is as follows: 

„Resolved, That the members of this 
conference committee from the citizens’ 
charter revision committee recommend to 
the charter revision committee of forty- 
nine and that the members of this con- 
ference committee from the city council 
likewise recommend to the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta: 

That the new charter proposed by the 
eitizens’ charter revision committee of 
forty-nine and the report of the commit- 
tee appointed by the general council from 
the council to consider said new charter, 
together with all documents bearing upon 
the subject in possesion of the respec- 
tive committees, be referred to the incom- 
ing mayor of the city of Atlanta and that 
he be requested to appoint a committee of 
fifteen, of which he shall be a member 
and the chairman thereof, and that the 
other members of the committee shall be 
appointed by him as follows: Seven from 
the membership of the present citizens’ 
committee of forty-nine and seven from 
the general council of 1903, and 

“That the committee of fifteen so con- 
stituted, be requested to maturely con- 
sider all suggestions upon the subject and 
make such recommendations as they may 
approve, to be reported to the general as- 
sembly of Georgia at its session in 1903, 
and that the charter passed by said gen- 
eral assembly be submitted to the voters 
of the city of Atlanta for their approval 
before becoming effective.“

CASTRO IS IN THE SADDLE.

Caracas, Venezuela, November 13.—The 
Official Gazette yesterday published a 
presidential decree establishing Caracas 
as the capital of the republic and as the 
seat of executive power. The disbanding 
of the revolutionary forces continues. 

It has just become known that during 
the night of November 2, the gcwernment 
guns having discovered that the revolu- 
tionists were short of ammunition, at- 
tacked them at midnight in their last 
stronghold near San Mateo, precipitating 
the retreat which the revolutionary lead- 
ers had planned for the same morning.

Mob Makes Quick Work with 
Murderer at Lewisburg, 
Tenn. 


Lewisburg, Tenn., November 13.—John 
Davis, a negro, was-hanged in the court 
house yard today by a mob of five hun- 
dred men fcr the murder of Robert Adair, 
a farmer living near this city. ’ 

Adair's body was found in a terribly 
mutilated condition, in a field near hia 
home here at an early hour today He 
had started out in pursuit of a thief who 
was stealing his corn and when his body 
was discovered the gtock and barrel of a 
gun and a knife covered with blood were 
found near him. The knife was identified 
as the property of John Davis, colored. 

The sheriff organized a posse and went 
to the house of Davis and found a pile 
of bloody clothes, but the murderer had 
fled. He was caught, however, about 
half a mile from town, but not until he 
had been twice wounded. He was 
brought back and the sheriff and Rev. 
John R. Harris made an appeal to the 
people to allow the law to take its 
course. 


BIBLE SOCIETY 
WINS TAX CASE 


Alabama Supreme Court De- 
cides Property Is Perpet- 
ually Exempted. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 13.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—The supreme court today affirmed 
the decision of the Montgomery city court 
in the Alabama Bible Society tax cases. 

The society was chartered in 1854. by spe- 
cial act of the legislature, which exempt- 
ed its property from taxation. Later it 
came into possession of a store house in 
the heart of Montgomery, which went 
untaxed until 1891, when the tax officers 
assessed it for five years back at a valua- 
tion of $12,000, or $60,000 all together. 

The contention of the county and state 
was that while the constitution in elect 
at the time the charter was granted did 
not forbid special exemptions from tax- 
ation subsequent constitutions do so and 
that the sovereign power had repealed 
the exemption in the charter. 

The court holds that the charter was 
a contract whose inviolability is protected 
by the federal constitution. 

The exemption thus becomes perpetual. 


HAD $80,000 IN MUTUAL LIFE. 


Widow of Archibald Waterhouse Pro- 
vided for by Great Company. 


New York, November 13.—The late 
Archibald N. Waterhouse, of Philadel- 
phia, who died suddenly last Friday, held 
policies amounting to $80,000 in the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company of New 
York. The forms of insurance under 
which these policies of insurance were is- 
sued were so selected that his widow will 
receive at once $20,000 in cash and an an- 
nual income of $3,000 for twenty years, 
and if she is living at the end of that 
period she will receive $60,000 in cash, 
making the total amount received under 
these policies $140,000, on which the pre- 
miums paid by Mr. Waterhouse amount- 
ed to only $27,492.20. 

Of the total amount of this insurance 
$50,000 was taken under a form of policy 
devised and introduced by the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company of New York, 
and known as the 5 per cent debenture 
poticy. These policies will pay his widow 
$2,500 a year for twenty years, and at 
the end of twenty years $50,000 in cash 
if she is then living. Should she die be- 
fore the expiration of that time $50,000 
will be paid her estate: On these poli- 
cies ten premiums of $1,955 each had been 
paid. 

Another policy held by Mr. Waterhouse 
was a 5 per cent twenty-year gold bond 
policy for $10,000, on which he had paid 
six annual payments of $448.70 eaph. This 
form of policy was also devised and in- 
troduced by the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York, and in settle- 
ment of this policy the company will is- 
sue ten one thousand dollar 5 per cent 
twenty-year gold bonds, the income from 
which will be $00 a year for twenty 
years. The face of the policy, $10,000, will 
be paid at the end of twenty years. Mr. 
Waterhouse held another policy for $20,- 
000, on which he had paid only seven an- 
nual payments of $750 each. Under this 
policy $20,000 in cash will be paid his 
widow at once. 


DID NOT INVITE PRESIDENT. 


Governor Longimo, of Mississippi, 
Denies Published Reports. 


Jackson, Miss., November 13.—(Special.) 
Before leaving the city this afternoon 
for New Orleans, Governor Longing 
stated that he did not expect to see 
President Roosevelt during the stay of 
that official on his bear hunting trip.

Ceremonies of national importance and 
significance will transpire in Savannah to- 
morrow afternoon, when the remains of 
General Nathanael Greene, a hero of the 
American revolution, and his son, George 
Washington Greene, will be interred be- 
neath the handsome monument to General 
Greene that stands in Johnson square. 
With pomp and display honor will be done 
to the remains. One hundred and six- 
teen years ago this honor was paid by 
Savannahians, and then, old accounts 
gay, the forces of the city and the civic 
bodies were marsialed for participation 
in the parade.

Colonel Jordan F. Brooks win be chief 
marsnal of the parade tomorrow af ter- 
noon. The line will form on Oglethorpe 
avenue, near the old Colonial cemetery, 
where the remains of General Greene and 
his son were discovered and taken from 
their old resting place, the Mossman vault, 
in the spring of 1901. Here there will be 
a brief delay while a tablet of bronze, 
marking the old vault where the remains 
rested for so long, will be unveiled. This 
tablet is given by the descendants of Gen- 
eral Greene. 

The troops that will be in line are the 
United States regulars from Fort Screv- 
en, 200 strong, under command of Col- 
onel A. C. Taylor, and preceded by the 
United States band from Sullivan’s island, 
near Charleston; the First regiment in- 
fantry, Georgia state troops, under Colo- 
nel G. A. Gordon; the First battalfon, 
heavy artillery, Georgia state troops, un- 
der Major W. W. Williamson; naval mil- 
itia, under Lieutenant G. H. Gignilliat; 
the Lawton Cadets, under Captain Gus- 
tave Robertson, and the Georgia Hussars, 
under Captain W. W. Gordon, Jr. Colo- 
nel Peter W. Meldrim, of the First cav- 
alry, Georgia state troops, as senior offi- 
cer, will be in command. 

Chatham Artillery Escort. 

A caisson will be furnished by the 
Chatham artillery, which will act as a 
special escort of honor to the remains. 
This was the function of the command 
116 years ago. On the caisson will be the 
remains of father and son, in a casket 


constructed of yellow pine. 

After the ceremony of the unveiling, 
the troops will take up the march to the 
monument, where a vault has been open- 
ed in the base, and where a platform has 
been constructed for speakers and invited 
guests. Following the troops will be 
about thirty carriages conveying the 
guests. The Sons of the Revolution, the 
Georgia State Society of the Cincinnati 
and the Sons of the Colonial Wars will 
be in the procession. 

Arrived. at the monument, the troops 
will be drawn up in mass, while the 
speakers and guests will take places on 
the platform. Then the exercises will 
begin. Prayer will be offered by Right 
Rv. Bishop Cleland K. Nelson, of the 
Episcopal diocese of Georgia, after which 
the remains will be placed in a vault. 
Then a tablet placed on the facade of the 
monument will be unveiled by Mrs. Ed- 
ward Karow, president of the Savannah 
chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, who will present it to the 
city. Alderman R. L. Colding will re- 
ceive it. After America“ is rendered by 
the band, an oration will be delivered by 
Hon. Asa Bird Gardiner, of New York, 
president of the Rhode Island Society of 
the Cincinnati and secretary genera! of 
the Society of the Cincinnati. Upon the 
conclusion of the address, The Star 
Spangled Banner will be rendered. Then 
the benediction will be pronounced by 
Bishop Nelson, and the assemblage will 


disperse.

Comes to Endin Montgomery 
in Parade of Old 
Confederates. 


GENERAL JOE WHEELER 
IS GIVEN BIG OVATION 


Two Thousand Heroes of South in 
Line—Company of Negroes in 
Gray Attract Attention. 
Reception by Miss 
Murphree. 


Montgomery, November 13.—(Special.)— 
The third annual reunion of the Alabama 
Confederate Veterans came to an end 
this morning wita a grand parade which 
started from the capitol and reached to 
Fountain square, a distance of more than 
half a mile. In the procession were many 
carriages, with the sponsors and maids 
of honor of the division and various 
camps. General Wheeler and his daugh- 
ter, Miss Annie, rode in tae procession, 
and were all along greeted with demon- 
strations of welcome. The long line turn- 
ed at. the fountain and countermarched 
up Dexter avenue, and came to a halt 
in a solid array for dress parade. This 
line, with all carriages out and the vet- 
erans packed together two deep, reached 
three blocks and across the intervening 
streets, showing over two tnousand old 
soldiers on foot. There was a great 
crowd out, and everything was enthusi- 
asm. The dress parade was conducted by 
General Harrison and his staff, all in 
confederate uniforms, and many of the 
camp officers also ‘Sore the the confed- 
erdte gray. — 

In the procession marched a squad of 
old negroes who had followed tne for- 
tunes of young masters through the war, 
prouder and happier over the title of 
veteran than any man in the line. One 


captured on one of tae battle flelds, and 
which he still treasures as his best pos- 
session. ‘ 

The rear was brought up by the Sons 
of Veterans, who, while not numerous, 
have an inexhaustible store from which 
to draw recruits in tae future. 

Amid the crowds on the street were 
hundreds of old vetefans with their 
badges on, who were too old or too feeble 
to join in the march. A peculiarly note- 
worthy thing was the exceeding scarcity 
of men with gray hair who did not wéar 
the badge, showing that all had gone to 
the war who were of age. ‘ 

At the reception last night Miss Fannie 
Gordon Murphree, a 14-year-old lassie 
from Troy, daughter of T. M. Murphree, 
sang with peculiar sweetness the song, 
“The Homespun Dress Our Mothers 
Wore.” She was dressed in.a real home- 
spun dress that had come down from the 
war times, and many of the old veterans 
are saying it was the most toucaing and 
at the same time delightful incident of 
the whole reunion. 


TO PROVE CRIME 


‘Novel Experiment Is Made in 
a Murder Trial in New 
Jersey. 


Camden, N. J., November 13.—A frog 
was poisoned in court today to show the 
jury the agonies of a human being dying 
as a result of being poisoned with 
strychnine, 

Paul Woodward, who is alleged ‘to 
have lured two boys, Brice Jennings and 
Paul Coffin, from this city into the 
woods and having: caused their deaths 
with strychnine, was on trial and Profes- 
sor Marshall, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, was testifying. He took some 
of the poison extracted from the liver of 
Paul Coffin and forced it into a live frog. 

The jury and all others in court became 
intensely interested, and in a few min- 
utes the frog went into convulsions. The 
professor explained the action of the drug 
as the frog, writhing, exhibited all the 
agonies the boys had suffered as they 
expired. 

The experiment caused a sensation in 
the court room.

Interesting Address Assured. 

In any event, the members of the legts- 
lature may be certain of an instructive 
and interesting address upon the agricul- 
tural resources of Georgia and the south. 
Both the secretary and Dr. Wiley are ex- 
cellent talkers, and both are deeply inter- 
ested in the development of the agricul- 
tural interests of the southern states. 
Dr. Wiley, ‘as chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, has had personal charge of the 
experiments now being made throughout 
southern Georgia, Florida and in some 
other farts of the south for the promo- 
tion and development of the cane sirup 
industry. He has great faith in the fu 
ture of the industry, especially in Geor- 
gia, having made a thorough study of the 
possibilities. 

There are now between (fifteen and 
twenty representatives of his bureau con- 
ducting daily experiments at the several 
stations in Georgia, Florida, Alabama and 
other points in the south, which were se- 
lected because of their availability from 
the standpoint of the industry undér con- 
sideration. Some of these men are Geor- 
gians who have gone through the course 
tt the agricultural college at Athens, and 
all of them are practical chemists. Pro- 
fessor G. L. Spencer, who has charge of 
the sugar laboratory of the department 
of agriculture, is at the head of this force 
and is making his headquarters at Guy- 
ton. 

Congress. 
Congress made an appropriation of $20,- 
000 at its last session to defray the ex- 
penses of these experiments, The work 
which is just beginning will cover a pe- 
riod of some months. Its object is to get 
at practical information concerning the 
treatment of the cane lands, so as to get 
the best results—the character of fertili- 
zation best adapted to the production of 


cane for sirup purposes, the best meth- 


ods of extracting the products from the 
cahe; the best methods of preserving the 
products and making them marketable, 
and kindred phases of the cane sirup in- 
dustry.

assistants this work is now being intelli- 
gently done. :

Greatest Need Now Is for Steam Coal 
and Big Factories Are Using 
Tons of Their Surplus 
Every Day~Situation 
Serious. 


There has been no relief in the coal 
famine in Atlanta and the prospects for 
any immediate reme h for the situation 


are small. 

Atlanta manufacturers are carrying one 
and two days’ supply of coal for the 
most part, and in the event of a cold 
snap, it would be impossible to come any 
where near supplying the demand. This 
refers only to steam coal. As to the 
supply of coal for domestic purposes, 
there is enough to carry Atlanta through. 
about three weeks, during which time 
of course it would be possible to ship in 
more of the combustible. 

But it is the situation in the steam 
coal, the kind used by manufacturers, 
that is growing desperate. Unless come 
unforeseen help comes in it means the 
closing down of factoris or the running 
of short time. It is this fact that is 
keeping the coal men working night 
and day and resorting to their every re- 
source trving to fill even a small part 
of the contracts which they have made. 
Very many of the manufacturers have 
not as yet appreciated the tremendous 
gravity cf the present shortage. The 
one great saving grace has been the 
warm weather which has been Atlanta’s 
portion during the past weeks. Of 
course, with .a cold snap this means 
that more coal, much more, will have to 
be used than at present, and where it is 

to come from is an unknown quantity. 
This hand to mounth existence which 
if the present programme will fall far 
short with the extra coal needed and 
then there can be but two alternatives, 
the closing down of the factories or 
short hours. Already one of the largest 
concerns in the city was compelled to 
shut down for, a couple of days be- 
cause it was impossible to go on longer. 
With the small amount that accumlated 
from the partial filling of their contraets | 
it was posible at the expjration of the 
two davs for them to start up and con- 
ue. The managers state, however, that

Strong Address of President Gom- 
pers, of American Federation of 
Labor, in New Orleans. 
Twenty-second Annual 
Convention Opened. 


New Orleans, November 13.—The twen- 
ty-second annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor met ‘aere today, 
with about 400 delegates present. 

The visiting Qelegates were escorted 
from the St. Charles mansion, the official 
headquarters, by the members of the jocal 
trades and labor assembly, headed by 
Robert E. Lee; president of the local or- 
ganization, and by James Leonard, the 
federation organizer of the state of Louis- 
liana. 

When toe convention had been called to 
order Mr. Lee delivered an address on 
behalf of the laboring men of New Or- 
leans, to which Mr. Gompers responded. 

After touching upon the scope and bear- 
ing of the labor union movement, Presi- 
dent Gompers declared that it was amaz- 
ing to note the ignorance among so-call- 
ed educated people regarding the aims 
and object of the organization. 

“No man who as an educator,” said 
President Gompers, wao poses as 4 
strike breaker, is fit for the position he 
holds. Compared to such a man, Benedict 
Arnold was a martyr, and Judas Iscariot 
a saint.“ 


Applauded with Vehemence. 

Although no name was mentioned, it 
was understood by the delegates that 
reference was made to the head of one of 
the leading educational! institutions of tae 
country, and they applauded with vehem- 
ence. Cheers were again called forth 
when it was declared that the man wao 
acted the role of a strike breaker was 
looking backward toward barbarism, and 
not toward the future.

The report of National Secretary Frank 
Morrison covered the eleven months end- 
ed with September 30 last. The federa- 
tion’s aggregate income for this time 
was $144,498 and the expenditure $119,036. 
Of the receipts $20,423 consisted of contri- 
butions to the defense fund. Mr. Morri- 
son also stated that for the eleven 
months 1,024 unions were chartered—a 
larger number than for any entire year. 
These additions increaged the total num- 
ber of unicns to 3,659. The average mem- 
bership is shown by the per capita tax 
to be 1,025,300, a gain of fourfold in the 
past six years. Mr. Morrison says that 
the increase of the defense fund tax has 
resulted beneficially and he advocates a 
— further increase of the per capita 


Reports from international local unions 
show that there were 1,568 strikes in 
which 412,871 persons were involved. Out 
of that number 362,967 were bepetited and 
14,016 were not. The total cost of the 
strikes was $2,729,604. In the federation 
there were 217 strikes, of which 121 were 
won, 48 compromised and 27 lost. Ten 
were still pending when the report was 
prepared.
